in Sinclair and Doheny oil stocks^ be­ 
fore and after the governm ent signed 
over its naval reserves to those two 
big interests. 
This was revealed by Lew is Bond, 
accounting expert, who com pleted a 
m onth’s 
esau I nation 
of 
brokers' 
books and subm itted his report to 
th e com m ittee. 
Slemp and D augherty headed the 
litft, the w itness reported. 
B^th of 
them had their accounts turned over 
tv other nam es shortly after the Do­ 
heny and Sinclair stocks were pur­ 
chased. 
It was charged Slemp had 
h is turned over in the name of ‘P. 
W. Slem p,” unidentified in the rec­ 
ords. w itness said. 
D augherty turned his over in the 
nam e of *‘W. W. S p a n .” partner of 
JHdbbs & Company, brokers, but re­ 
ceipts for the accounts w ere signed 
by Jesse Sm ith, intim ate friend of 
tit** att or fey gem rah according to the 
report. 
The records revealed

Slem p m ade at least $2,015.50, and 
th a t D augherty m ade $.'43.50.

Rosette disease of 
Wheat Is Compared 


Difficult to Tell Accurately 
Harm Caused by Each. 


(Prej>ar«<l by the U nited S tates D ep artm en t 
of A griculture.) 
The rosette disease of wheat, dis­ 
covered In Illinois and Indiana in 1919, 
affects wheat seedlings in somewhat 
the same way as do the attacks by the 
Hessian fly and certain other Insect 
pests. 
When the trouble is caused by 
insects, their presence or evidence of 
their work serves definitely to show 
rhe enuse of the trouble. W heat seed­ 
lings attacked by rosette disease alone 
show no evidence of the presence or 
work of insects, it is pointed out by 
specialists of the United States De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture who have been 
investigating these wheat maladies. 
The first positive indications of the 
rosette disease become evident early 
in the spring after the growth of the 
healthy plants is well started. 
Plants 
affected by rosette remain dormant In 
the spring after the healthy plants 
commence their spring growth. Infest­ 
ed fields are spotted with irregular 
patches of dwarfed plants, the leau-s 
of which are dark blue-green in color 
end are rather broad and stiff. 
The 
whole plant lias u buucliy, rosette ap­ 
pearance. 
When both rosette disease and insect 
injuries, especially those by Hessian 
£y, occur together in the spring, it 
sometimes is difficult to determine ac­ 
curately the injuries caused by each. 
As the rosette disease Is not apparent 
in the autumn and as it becomes evi­ 
dent in the spring before the emer­ 
gence of the adult Hessian fly, there 
is very little chance to confuRe the two 
maladies during these periods. 
In the 
late spring, however, there Is a possi­ 
bility of confusion, especially If plants 
affected by rosette show, in addition, 
rhe spring infestation of the Hessian 
fly. 
These m atters are discussed In 
Bulletin 1137, Symptoms of Wheat 
Rosette Compared With Those P ro 
duced by Certain Insects, just Issued, 
and may be secured upon request from 
the United States Departm ent of Agri­ 
culture. Washington, D. C.

Use Banding Material 
to Repel Gypsy Moth 


Gypsy moth tree-banding material \< 
n greasy and 
seml-vlscld substance 
with a tarlike odor, which is being 
used by the bureau of entomology in 
its control work against the gypsy j 
moth In New England. 
This material 
has been developed since 1015 to re-j 
place a German product no longer 
available, which was formerly u*ed for 
the same purpose. 
Questions have arisen as to whether 
the odor or the viscidity of the m ate­ 
rial was the chief element which halted 
the caterpillars as they tried to gt t 
into the trees. The exhalation or odor, 
it was found on investigation, exercises 
a restraining Influence, hut the viscous 
or physical condition Is more impor­ 
tant as a barrier factor in the band. 
Studies made in connection with the 
solution of these questions, which have 
a practical bearing on the development 
of an etficient barrier, are described in 
a professional paper, United states De­ 
partment of Agriculture Bulletin 1142.

Check Weed Injury by 
Cleaning Grain Seed 


A little effort exerted In cleaning 
seed grain is much more effective than j 
attempting to check weed damage to 
the crops through control measures 
after the weeds have had a chance to 
grow, suggests Matthew Fowlds, in­ 
structor in agronomy at the South Da­ 
kota State college. 
The fanning mill 
is the best means of separating the 
weed seeds from the seed grain. 
New weeds are often introduced by I 
being mixed In with other seed which 
has been shipped In. 
Rotation of crops should be prac­ 
ticed in addition to seed cleaning In a 
thoroughgoing weed eradication pro­ 
gram.

HUNTING ELEPHANTS 
IS DANGEROUS SPORT 


Writer Tells How Herd of 
Animals Were Captured. 


Capturing wild elephants requires 
steady nerves, continual alertness and 
a great deal of experience. 
Moreover, 
it Is easy to imagine from the follow­ 
ing account by Mr. Charles Mayer in 
Asia, the disaster that may follow if 
the tame elephants on which the hunt­ 
ers ride are not handled skillfully Mr.

The rest of tile herd stood pet - 
i'ectly still, waiting for him to make 
the first move; there was no sound 
either from him or from them. 
Slow­ 
ly we pushed in among them, 
The 
drivers had had their instructions to 
work first 
toward the females and 
the young, for In nine cases out of 
ten it is the young that start a stam ­ 
pede. 
i motioned the driver next .ne to 
close up on the old bull, which now 
stood with li^ad up and ears cocked, 
“ grumbling hoarsely. 
He was enraged. 
His head began to move from side to 
side. 
He rapped his trunk sharply on 
the ground and trumpeted shrilly. We 
worked our way through the rest of 
the herd. 
I spoke distinctly, giving 
orders In a low tone to the driver of 
rile elephant that was to work with 
the one I was on. 
Gradually we man 
aged to get on either side of the bull. 
I gave a low call to the drivers who 
were nearest us: “J a g a; dla luau her- 
prang! 
(Take 
care; 
he wants 
to 
! tight!)” 
As we closed in on the old bul! he 
turned suddenly and tried to jab ilia 
tusks intl) the elephant on my left, 
but quick as a flush the tame elephant 
met him with a smashing blow from 
his trunk. 
Instantly the elephant I 
was riding jabbed him in the fore 
quarter. 
I called to the other driver 
to bring his elephant’s head round and 
lo have him butt and prod. 
rFlie old bull, enraged and fearful, 
was now venting ids hoarse growl and 
shrill trumpet cry at the same time. 
The 
two 
tame 
beasts 
butted 
and 
jabbed 
without stopping. 
Realizing 
thut he w as now too much excited to 
notice what took place on the ground, 
I said to the men behind me, “Quick, 
get down; tie his two feet; tie tight to 
the trees.’’ 
The two tam e elephants with their 
heads pressed against his neck held 
him one on either side while tile mi n 
got down and slipped a noose on each 
hind leg and fastened each rope to a 
separate 
tree— dangerous 
work, 
but 
a m atter of a few minutes only. 
First 
one and then the other called, “H abls, 
tuan! 
(Finished, m aster!)” 
The tome elephants gave the bull a 
last squeeze and then drew away. 
As 
they did so lie lunged forward and went 
to his knees, bellowing with rage and 
terror and straining at the ropes. 
I could give a thought then to the 
rest of the herd. 
The bull was the 
only one that had shown fight. 
The 
o t h e r s had huddled together In com­ 
plete bewilderment, and It had been 
easy to capture them 
The drivers and 
tie-up men had done their work well 
and quickly. 
Our bag consisted of 
three males and nine females fully 
grown, one baby, one five-year-old and 
two somewhat younger. 
The female* 
were seven and a half feet In height 
on tile average. 
The big bull was the 
prize; his tusks were about four feet 
long.

The differences are also detectable in 
skulls. Applying these findings to some 
of the prehistoric European caveman 
skulls, It has been discovered that 
some of those which have been as­ 
signed to a period of cold climate must 
have lived in a warm period—lf noses 
can be followed.

To those who go down to the sea 
In ships there Is still a peril to be 
faced that neither the passage of time 
nor the cunning of man has been able 
entirely to eliminate. It Is the iceberg 
hazard which nature places In the 
path of the mariner, and when nature 
strikes In this way she strikes swiftly, 
suddenly aud savagely. 
It was the foundering of the Titanic, 
on her maiden voyage, in April, 1912, 
twelve years ago this spring, with the 
loss of 1,200 of her crew and passen­ 
gers, that directed the attention of 
the clylHzed world to the danger lurk­ 
ing in the presence of Icebergs on or 
near 
the 
ordinary lanes of trans­ 
atlantic traffic. 
There had been few, lf any, m ari­ 
time disasters greater than the sink­ 
ing of the Titanic, and the question 
naturally arose, Is there no way to 
prevent such disasters in the future? 
It was to answer this question that an 
international conference on the safety 
of life at sea was convened In London 
on the 12th of November, 1913. Here 
the subject of patrolling the Ice re­ 
gions was discussed, and a conven­ 
tion signed on the 20th of January, 
1914, providing for International dere­ 
lict destruction, ice observation and 
an Ice patrol service. Tims It Is that 
January of the present year marks 
the tenth anniversary of the interna­ 
tional lee patrol, an anniversary that 
all North Atlantic sailors will com­ 
memorate with a gratitude that comes 
straight from the heart. No need the 
gratitude be confined to professional 
sailors. For the m ariner’s risk Is also 
the 
passenger’s 
risk. 
The 
Iceberg 
play* no favorites. 
The Coast Guard Patrol. 
The thirteen maritime powers that 
took part In this conference agreed to 
-hare In the expense of- the patrol— 
which last year amounted to $146,(XX) 
in a fixed proportion, based upon 
the shipping tonnages of each, and the 
United States wus asked to take over 
Ila* management of the patrol. 
The proposal received favorable eon- 
Ideratiou, and on February 7, 1914, 
ders were Issued for the beginning 
if the International Ice Patrol and 
observation service.

patrol, the work has been carried on 
by ships and sailors of Hie United 
States coast guard. 
Why Is there an Iceberg peril In 
ho North Atlantic? The question Is 
not difficult to answer. The big ocean 
currents are chiefly responsible. The 
Icebergs in the North Atlantic come, 
not from the polar seas, but from the 
mainland 
of Greenland. 
They 
are 
fmdi-water Ice. From a score or more 
glaciers there break off. from time 
to time, huge masses 
of 
ice, 
and 
fliest* Iceberg* that the sailor knows 
and fears move southward in early 
spring. 
It is not easy to visualize the mag­ 
nitude of the natural forces that bring 
<tLout the circulation of water in the 
oceans. Tile Gulf stream, that plays 
so great a part In determining the cli­ 
mate In the United States, is an in-' 
stance In point 
»t has been estimated 
that every second there flows past a 
..\en point In Florida IWX) million tons 
of water. Conversely, elsewhere, there 
is a movement toward the tropics of 
an equal supply to counterbalance the 
\olume of sea water that the Gulf 
stream moves northward. 
In Arctic Current Sweep. 
It is the all-compelling sweep of j 
the Arctic current that brings these 
Greenland icebergs far south of their : 
ordinary habitat and drives them Into 
the North Atlantic steamship chan- j 
nels. From Murch to July Is the sea- j 
son When they invade the transit- j 
lantle steamship lanes. 
Though u * 
ocean currents provide the main in - I 
rive power, the action of the wind 
has some effect in determining the j 
course of these wanderer* from the j 
glaciers of Greenland, which number 
Iii the thousands. 
From Baffin Land to the tail of the 
Grand Newfoundland bunks Is a dis­ 
tance of two thousand miles. Owing 
to the rotation of the earth many of 
the floating ice-skyscrapers ground off j 
the const of Labrador. Others ground 
on the northern part of the Banks of 
Newfoundland, where they are melted 
by the summer sun. Still others drift 
down the east side 
of 
the 
Grand 
Blink* into the steamer lanes. 
These 
are the bergs that are the real men­ 
aces to shipping. 
The so-called ice region is an area 
of approximately 120,(XX) square miles, 
lying somewhat to the south and the 
southeast of the tall of the Banks of 
Newfoundland. From east to west the 
danger zone extends some two hun­ 
dred miles, and the region as a whole 
is one of the dreariest and stormiest 
on the seven seas. The job of the Ice 
patrol Is not an easy one. It Is the 
duty of the patrol vessels to locate the 
variable limits of the ice and to warn 
captains of passing ships of the loca­ 
tion of various bergs that have suc­ 
ceeded iu reaching a point where they 
become a potential (lunger. Lust Bou­ 
ton two of the newest vessels of the 
coast guard fleet, 
the 
Tampa 
and 
Modoc, were selected to act as sen­ 
n as In the danger none. These are 
dater vessels, 240 feet in lenfth, 89 
in beam and built to wltbaUad 


Urn buffet* of the ocean even' in Its 
angriest mood. Each carries a crew of 
about one hundred men, and there Is 
work enough to keep every man busy. 
A Scientific Observer. 
These vessels are based on Halifax, 
each taking fifteen days on sentinel 
duty, upon the expiration of which 
period Hie other carries on the vigil. 
One officer for the last few years, 
Lieut. Edward H. Smith, 
scientific 
observer of the patrol, stays continu­ 
ously at sea. 
The patrol vessels try to plot and 
follow, day by day, all icebergs that 
reach the danger zone. Obviously a 
large amount of territory must be cov­ 
ered, and a ceaseless watch 
main­ 
tained. 
The Icebergs do not always 
drift in the same general direction, 
although as a rule it Is possible to 
plot in advance their general move­ 
ment. 
The radio ha* made it possible for 
the coast guard cutters to maintain an 
efficient p atro l; 
for without 
it, 
it 
would obviously be out of the question 
to warn transatlantic steamers of the 
approximate location of bergs. Radio 
messages are broadcast twice dally, 
giving locations and any other Ice 
information that might be valuable 
to captain*. 
The ice patrol vessel also sends a 
dally report to the United States hy­ 
drographic Office In Washington, a 
department of the navy. The hydrog­ 
raphers of the navy in their turn 
send out the information thus re­ 
ceived 
regarding Ice conditions 
to 
mariners in all parts of the Atlantic. 
Killing the Ocean Giants. 
Tn size and appearance the ber."-* 
vary greatly. Some are large, some 
pre small. 
Some tower many hun­ 
dreds of feet from the water’s edge; 
others are low-lying and not easily 
visible from a distance. The highest 
berg that has been measured by the 
ice patrol south of 45 degrees north 
latitude was 248 feet. 
The longest 
berg as measured by a sextant angle 
was 1,690 feet. The amount of Ice In 
a berg is prodigiously 
large. 
Only 
one-eighth of the mass on the average 
Is above water. Thus a her# 1,69(1 
feet long and sixty-five feet above 
water contains approximately 36 mil­ 
lion tons of Ice. 
It Is some seven 
hundred times purger than the largest 
steamer on the high seas. 
Life on the Ice patrol is not the 
softest Imaginable for the sailors of 
tile coast guard. It is not a cruise de 
luxe. 
For fifteen days at a stretch 
hard work Is the order of the day. 
There is the routine work of the ship 
Jo be done, there are watches aloft 
and on deck, attacks on Icebergs, and, 
perchance, an S. O. S. call to be an­ 
swered; there are lifeboat, fire. gun 
and other drills. 
Several 
times 
a 
week, however, there are Impromptu 
entertainments, boxing matches, home 
talent vaudeville shows, and sometimes 
radio concerts from a shore station. 
When the weather Is good, It is not 
an uncommon thing for the sailors on 
tile patrol vessel to go swimming in 
mldatlantle. 
Though Ice observation is the main 
work of the patrol, 
It 
does other 
things as well. 
Inasmuch as ocean 
currents are main factors in deter­ 
mining tho drift of Icebergs it is im­ 
portant to study as far as possible 
the positions and 
developments 
of 
currents in the neighborhood of the 
Grand Banks. When these are thor­ 
oughly understood it should be pos­ 
sible to predict In advance, with a 
fair degree of certainty, how far east, 
west and south the Icebergs will drift 
before they melt. It Is necessary, of 
course, to study the conditions below 
the surface of the ocean as well as 
those on the surface.—Boston Tran­ 
script.

Excessive rains early In the 
winter put abundant moisture in the 
ground and a rich growth of grass Is 
expected as soon as the warm days 
come. 
Following an 
unusually dry 
summer, cattlemen began early last 
fall 
to 
shape 
up 
for 
winter and 
trimmed their herds carefully. 
The 
•nils were sent to market and the 
calves sent to the vealers, so that the 
rows could fatten up before winter. 
The demand for feeders to go to the 
corn belt has been unusually good, and 
very few aged steers are left in this 
section. 
It Is hardly time 
for the 
spring demand to be felt yet, but cat­ 
tlemen who have stork to offer are 
watching the market situation from all 
angles.

Coryell county ranges are In fair con­ 
a tio n and that some cattle are being 
sold and shipped out. 
News from San Angelo is that Sut­ 
ton and Menard county goat raisers 
have contracted their spring 1024 mo 
hair crap for prices ranging from IO 
cents to 15 rents a pound higher than 
a year ago. 
Shearing of goats will 
start about February 20. 
In Shackelford county 
cattle and 
ail kinds of live stock have held up 
well during the winter. 
There have 
been few losses, and frequent rains 
have produced food winter grazing 
on the ranges, so that very few cattle 
have to he fed. 
Range conditions In 
Foard county also are reported good 
and very little feeding has been neces­ 
sary. 
Conditions In Comanche county 
are reported fairly good, and a few 
small sales have been made.
